And the other, the St. Dominique, of 200 
Tons, bound from Greenland to St. Jean de Luz, with 
O:! and two Whales, and had 62 Menon board. Capt. 
Martin is alfo bringing with him to Spithead two Prizes 
taken by Capt. Harrifon in the Argyle off of Oporto.

on Pain of being punifhed as herein after is mentioned. 

Alfo the faid A& impowers the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of London, and the Juftices of the 
Peace, of the refpective Counties, or any One of them 
within their feveral Jurifdiétions, to hear and determine 
Offences, and to lay a Fine upon the Offender, not 
exceeding ‘Ten Pounds, nor under Five Shillings, and 
gives the Fine, for all Offences committed within the 
Lord Mayor’s Jurifdiction, one Moiety to the Informer, 
and the other Moiety to the Lord Mayor, as Confer- 
vator ; and for all Offences committed out of the Lord 
Mayor’s Jurifdiétion, the one Moiety to the Poor of 
the Parifh, and the other Moiety to the Informer. 

Wherefore, as the Prefervation of the faid Fifhery is 
of fuch particular Concern and Benefit to the Cities and 
Liberties of London and Wefiminfier, as well as Places 
adjacent, the faid Lord Mayor doth earneftly require all 
Conitables, Headboroughs, Church-Wardens and Over- 
feers, and all other Perfons within his JurifdiGtion ; that

* has been oblig’d to take Arms for Defence of his Em- 
‘ pire and his faithful Subjeéls. And in the very Be- 
‘ ginning of this War unjuftly undertaken by the 
‘ Swedes, Almighty God has been pleas’d to pour down 
* his Favour and Blefling on the juit Arms of his Impe- 
‘ rial Majeity, and thereby to convince the whole 
« World, tiat he is the true Protector of the Juft, and 
‘ the Avenger of Injuftice ; fince the Adjutant General 
« Campenhaulen arriv’d the 25th ult. with Diipatches 
‘ from the Velt-Marfhal de Lafcy, adviting, that his 
‘ Excellency advancing on the 19th with a Body of 
‘ ‘Troops near Willmanitrand, a Fortrefs on the Swe- 
‘ difh Frontiers, met there with a great Body of the 
‘ Enemy’s Horfe and Foot, which was polted very ad- 
‘ vantageoufly under Cannon that were planted on a 
‘ Hill and under the Artillery of the Fortrefs itfelf. 
* ‘The General went the fame Evening to take a View 
‘ of the Enemy’s Camp and its Neighbourhood, and 
« next Day in the Afternoon, Laving implor’d the Di- 
¢ vine Afliltance, he attack’d them. ‘The Battle wasa 
‘ very bloody one, the Enemy defending themfelves 
‘ for feveral Hours like Defperadoes ; but at length, by 
« the Grace of God, and by the extraordinary Bravery 
* and Valour of our Men upon this Occafion, Victory 
‘ declard for ‘em. ‘The Enemy were not only defeat- 
‘ ed, with the Lofs of feveral thoulfand Men on the 
‘ Spot, but the Fortrefs of Wilmanitrand was alfo taken 
‘ by Storm. The General Wrangei who commanded 
‘ the Swedifh Army was taken Friloner, with feveral 
* Colonels and other fuperior Officers, and above 2000 
‘ Soldiers. All the Arullery, the Baggage of the Ar- 
‘ my, and every thing in general which was in the 
* Fortrefs of Wilmanitrand, fel! into the Hands of our 
‘ Men. 
‘ In this Battle we loft Major-General Uxhull, and 
among the Wounded are Licutenant-General! Stoffeln, 
and the Major-General Albrecht. ‘he Velt-Muorthal 
de Lafcy will forthwith fend a particular Account of 
this Action, wih an exaét Lift of the Kill’d and 
Wounded both on our Side and that of the Swedes; 
which as 1oon as it comes to hand fhall be publiihed.”
